CALLED INSANE 10 YEARS, 
WRIGHT WINS LIBERT 


Former Railroad President Never 
Gave Up Fight for Freedom. 


FAMILY SENT HIM TO ASYLUM 


He Always Protested That He Was 
Sane—Once Prominent In Phila- 
delphia Business Life. 


| ’ Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 25.—After spend- 
ing ten years in Pennsylvania asylums 
|for the insane, Theodore Wright, once 
| prominent in business and soctal circles 
here, was released ‘to-day from the insti- 


tution at Burn Brae, Delaware County. 
| He protested all these years that he was 
sane and fought steadily for release. Now 

he is out on probation, 

When he was taken to an asylum Mr. 

| Wright was President of the Winifred 
| Railroad and Coal Company of Virgina. 
His grandfather, Peter Wright, was 
|}founder of the famous ship brokerage 
‘firm of Peter Wright & Sons. Theodore 
j; had an interest in the business and was 
rated as a wealthy man. 
| As he neared the age of 50, Mr. Wright 
j became subject to hallucinations, his 
| family say. They decided that it was 
| dangerous to allow him at liberty. Mrs. 
| Wright and their son, Minturn B., asked 
; that an inquiry be made into his sanity. 
‘The physicians agreed with the family 
'that Mr. Wright should be confined in 
{an asylum. 
The decision was so unexpected, Mr. 
; Wright afterward said, that he hardly 
| knew what it was all about until he was 
safely inside the walls of the Pennsylva- 
nia asylum. There was no escape then. 
| By a peculiar phase of the law a man 
' adjudged insane has not the right of ap- 
peal for a jury trial concerning his san- 
|ity. The inmate of an asylum must wait 
until a member of his family petitions 
the court for his release. 

Mr. Wright wrote in vain to hundreds 
of lawyers and jurists in this and other 
cities, begging them to take up his case 
!and try to obtain his release. 
| them that it was all a terrible mistake, 
| that he was perfectly sane, and that his 
; family had blundered. He also wrote to 
| relatives and friends in vain, They all 
| supposed him insane, ang tursed a decaf 
ear to his pleadings. An extract from one 
| of the letters which he sent in the hope 
| that some lawyer would take up the fight 
| for his liberty reads as follows: 

“A sane man among madmen, I have 
been exposed to the fearful dread that 
under the strain of association with these 
| people my reason might become impaired; 
that my fate might be that of others 
who, through long association with in- 
sane people, have, under the added 
sense of wrong, ultimately lost their rea- 
son in actual truth.” 

But for years there was no response. 
In the meantime he was removed to 
| Burn Brae, near Clifton. 

Last Spring an appeal was made to 
| Judge Von Moschzisker, and on the fam- 
jily’s consent, James W. King was ap- 
| pointed a commissioner to examine Mr. 
| Wright in the presence of a jury of six 
jmen. This was.done. Five of the jury 
decided that the man was sane. The 
other held to the contrary, and as a result 
the effort to save Mr. Wright fell through 
for a time.

GUARDS AND MINERS KILL. 


Three Lives Taken In a Clash at Stur 
gis, Kentucky. 


OWENSBORO, Ky., Dec. 25.—Three 
men were killed and four probably fatal- 
ly wounded in a fight last night between 
guards employed by the West Kentucky 
Coal Company at Sturgis, Union County, 
and the striking miners at that place.

MERIDIAN, Miss., Dec. 25.—At least

Word comes from Scooba 
to-night that the rioting has broken out 
afresh and that five negroes have been 
killed.

One of the negro soldiers on the car wno 
wanted to fight lost his cap, which had his 
name stamped in it. This soldier was at 
once put under arrest. 

Col. William Paulding, commander of 
the post, started an investigation, and 
to-night two more negro soldiers were 
} put in the Fort Leavenworth guardhouse, 
{charged with joining the disturbance in 
the street car last night. The officers ex- 
| pect to arrest two more negroes to-mor- 
row, which will account for all five re- 
ported in the fight with the conductor. 
The soldiers, white and black, main- 
tain that no shots were fired. The offi- 
{cers are trving to persuade the negroes 
now under arrest to tell who threw the 
stones breaking the car windows. 

Capt. Walsh, commander of the squad- 
ron of negro cavalry, said to-night: 

‘We have three men in the guardhouse, 
and are trying to find the other two re- 
| ported in the drunken disturbance. There 
| were only a few negro soldiers on the car. 
Se far as can be learned, no shots were 
fired into it. Several windows were 
vroken, and we are trying to find who 
'threw the stones. ‘I'ne soldiers drank too 
much Leavenworth whisky and then had 
a fight with the ‘conductor about paying 
fare. These things occur frequently when 
soldiers are returning from a celebration.”’ 
Both white and negro soldiers are down 
town as usual to-night. However, an 
armed patrol is riding on each car to and 
from the post to see that good order is 
maintained. An armed patrol is placed 
on cars to the post for several days fol- 
lowing pay-day, and this method is in 
operation to-night. The patrol is held 
responsible for the conduct of soldiers on 
the car.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—While an au- 
thoritative statement on the subject cuuld 
not be obtained to-night, it is the opinion 
of army officers in Washington that the 
row in which negro soldiers of the Ninth 
Cavalry were involved at Leavenworth 
will be rigidly investigated. 

The Washington newspapers to-day 
printed sensational accounts of the fight 
on the trolley car. The War Department 
was closed. If the commanding officer 
wired Secretary Taft regarding the 
trouble, his message will be on the Sec- 
retary’s desk to-morrow morning. 

Army officers declared that in fis pres- 
ent state of mind, due to the agitation 
over the discharge of the soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry for the row at 
Brownsville, Texas, resident Roosevelt 
undoubtedly will order an _ investigation 
of every case of disorder in which sol- 
diers are involved.

A quarrel followed, and Taylor re- 
turned to the fort. 

At dinner time to-day, after the troopers 
had seated themselves, Griffin, wearing 
a big, overcoat, walked in. He had hear 
of the dinner at the fort, and, despite his 
furlough, had come back to enjoy it. 
caught sight of Taylor, and the quarrel 
was renewed, the shooting taking place 
immediately.

| ‘The trouble started on Sunday night 


when Conductor Cooper of a Mobile & 
Ohio train attempted to stop a disturb- 
ance made by a negro. He was badly 
cut by the man, and opened fire with the 
result that two negroes were mortally 
wounded. 

One of the negroes concerned in this 
affair, George Simpson, escaped, and a 
posse set out in pursuit of him. He was 
overtaken at Wahalak, but killed Consta- 
ble O’Brien, who was in the party. He 
was soon surrounded and captured, and 
Was immediately lynched by the posse, 

Four More Negroes Lynched. 

Not satisfied with the punishment of 


this man the whites immediately set out 
to strike terror into the negroes, who had 


been getting defiant of late. They found 
two sons of Simpson and lynched them, 
filling their bodies with bullets. Two 
other negroes who had behaved defiantly 
were treated in similar fashion. 

It was not long before the negroes be- 
came aware of the killings, and the re- 
sentment they had long felt at the treat- 
ment dealt out to them by the whites 
flamed up. This neighborhood has been 
noted for its killings of blacks, and there 
has been plenty of bad feeling. 

Negroes from all about the surrounding 
country gathered about Wahalak and 
threatened to take vengeance for the kill- 
ing. It was then that a hurried call was 
sent for the State troops and for assist- 
ance from whites of neighboriag towns. 
That was vesterday, and militiamen were 
j sent on from Meridian, Macon, and other 
| points to quell the disturbance. 

While the soldiers were traveling back 
from Wahalak to Macon last night a sec- 
ond fight occurred on a train. A negro 
got into a row with the conductor, George 
‘Harrison, and shot him. The man was 
killed by R. O. Mims, ex-general yard- 
master of the railroad. 

Harrison died to-day and his death 
caused the second outbreak at Scooba, 
in which men went out and killed on ali 
sides. 

Troops Left Scene of Rioting. 

The behavior of the troops was the 
most extraordinary feature of the whole 
{ affair. When they arrived at Wahalak 
junder command of Col. McCants they 
found that the whole countryside was in 
a ferment. Soldiers state that armed men 
from other places had arrived at Waha- 
lak, and it was also known that some 
negroes were intrenched in a strong po- 
sition near that place and nad threat- 
ened to burn the town. 3ut Col, Me- 
Cants turned his men around and came 
back to this city. 

Officers of the companies state that on 
their arrival at Wahalak no county offj- 
j cials were on hand to whom they could 
report, and during their stay there none 
of the county officials appeared among 
|} the troops. 

Col. MeCants stated to the citizens that 
} while the soldiers were always ready to 
jreply to a call for assistance, a real need 
should be apparent before they were called 
jon. He forbade armed bodies of men rid- 
ling through the country and said he 
| would permit no acts which indicated vio- 
lence. . 

No shelter or food was provided for th 
men, and Col. McCants “cussed” the 
town and its citizens out, and took his 
men home, although he knew there were 
| many negroes there who feared death. 

News of the death of Harrison to-day 
| infuriated the already excited white peo- 
| ple, and some of the rough element at 
;Scooba went on a man hunt, killing five 
linnocent negroes this afternoon. 
| They were arrested by the Sheriff and 
word was sent to the Governor that they 
are being held until troops can arrive to 
help the officers keep them In custody. 
Word comes to this city that it is feared 
that their friends will attempt to rescue 
them, but it was said that if this was 
undertaken before the troops arrived 
there would be considerable bloodshed, as 
ithe officers of the county were known to 
| be courageous men.

- SHOT AS A TRAITOR. 
Murder in Bath Beach and a Cry, “You 


Have Betrayed. Our Cause.” 


There was another murder last night 
in the Italian settlement in. Bath Beach, 
which has become so notorious for crimes 
of this sort that the police forte in the 
neighborhood has been increased recently. 
This time a man was shot in the saloon 
of Pincencio Baracio, at 1,449 Sixty-sixth 
Street, and his assailant, who was ac- 
comnanied by two men, escaped. The re- 
serves of the Lath Beach Station, headed 
by Capt.’ Gray, searched the neighbor- 
hood for him last night, but without suc- 
cess. h 

An unknown man entered the saloon 
about 11:30 o'clock last night and ordered 
a drink. Fifteen minutes-after his arrival 
three “men, who wore ‘felt ‘hats pulled 
down over their eyes, entered the place. 
The first comer seemed to be afraid of 
them. 


“You have been untrue to the cause,” 
said one of the three men. ‘‘ We will 
fix you." 

Then drawing a revolver, he fired, and 
the man who had first entered the sa- 
loon fell to the floor. Then the three 
men fled. The ball entered the first 
man’s temple, killing him instantly. He 
was about 32 years old and he was well 
dressed. 

The police were notified, and Capt. Gray 
of the Bath Beach Police Station, with 
Detectives Heaney, White, and Shea and 
the reserves, went to the saloon. The po- 
lice arrested the proprietor and three 
other men. Up to an early hour this 
morning they had no clue to the men con- 
cerned in the murder,

CAN'T KILL CATHOLICISM. 
Vicar General of Newark Preaches on

MURDER AND SUICIDE 
“BY JEALOUS HUSBAND 


Couldn’t Get His Runaway Wife 
to Return to Him. | 


SO HE SHOT HER AND HIMSELF

She Had Left Him to Earn Her Own 

Living and Wouldn’t Consent to 
“Try Once More.” 


Because his wife, with whom he had 
quarreled -several months ago and who 
had left him, refused to return, Otto 
Yogiesisky, a Bohemian, who lived in 
Broadway, Brooklyn, shot and killed her 
instantly last night and then committed 
suicide in her apartments. on the fourth 
floor at 419 Hast Sixty-fourth Street, 
where she had been living under the name 
“‘ Mrs. Marie WIIs.” 

Yogieslsky practically forced his way 
| into the room where his wife was living 
with Miss Elizabeth Horschler, a dress- 
maker. After pleading with her for sev- 
eral minutes and finding that he was 
unable to make her return with him, he 
pulled a revolver and shot her three times 
and then shot himself through the head. 


The house is one of the Suburban Realty 
Company's big tenements, covering the 
entire block between the Boulevard, First 
Avenue, Sixty-fourth and _ Sixty-fifth 
Streets, and shelters ae 300 tenants. 
These flocked through the halls in a fever 

! of excitement as the news of the shooting 
spread through the building. 

Yogiesisky, who was a. plumber and had 
a store in Brooklyn, was married about a 
year ago. ‘She married iife of the couple 
Was a continual quarrel on account of his 
jealousy. Finally Mrs. Yogiesisky left him 
and came to Manhattan.

The doctors said that she would probably | 
recover. 

The only story of of 
tragedy the police have yet been able to 
obtain they got from friends of the 
O’Rourkes. They had numerous quarrels, | 
and last week Mrs. O’Rourke became | 
frightened at some threats her husband 
made, and she had him summoned to the |} 
police court at Far Rockaway. There she | 
relented, but Magistrate Healy refused to 
dismiss the case, adjourning it until Fri- | 
day for an investigation. 

O’Rourke, who was 28 
generally regarded as a prosperous young 
electrician. He had on the 
first floor of his house, late had 
been doing business. His wife, 
Lilian, is of 24. They |

About a month ago O’Rourke started to 
abuse his wife. No one seemed to know 
just why. Their squabbles finally became 
so frequent that Mrs. O’Rourke’s brother, 
who was a lodger in the house, gave up 
his room, and went to live elsewhere.

TRADE CHANCES IN RUSSIA. 


|American Goods Very Popular—Sug- 


gestions by Consul General Watts. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Consul Gen. 
eral Ethelbert Watts of St. Petersburg 
writes as follows of trade conditions in 
1905: 


‘“‘flome trade suffered greatly and all} 


interfered 


industries were frequently 
with, causing great losses by strikes and 
disorders of a revolutionary character, 
and some were indefinitely suspended. 
Vast sums of money were taken out of 
the country, owing to the unsettled state 
of affairs, and comparatively little for- 
eign money was brought in for invest- 
ment. 

“The greatest obstacle the American 
exporter had to confront was the coun- 
tervailing duty imposed upon certain ar- 
ticles, especially machinery, but this has 
been rescinded, and now the United States 
stands on the same basis as regards cus- 
toms dues as other countries. There is 
no reason why Russia should not be a 
most inviting and profitable field for 
American goods and for investment of 
capita] in manufacturing pursuits. 

“Almost all manufactured goods are 
imported into Russia, and consequently 
are very high in price. American goods 
popular, and would 
meet with ready sale in competition with 
those imported from Germany and other 
countries. Since the war three new lines 
of steamships have been established with 
direct sailing to American ports, largely 
to accommodate the increased .emigra- 
It would seem 
that transportation Of American goods 
to Russia by these companies would be 
sufficiently low to counterbalance the 
distance to be covered, as compared with 
transportation of goods from Germany 
and other nearer countries, 

‘“‘What is urgently needed for the aid 
and encouragement of iacreased Ameri- 
trade is a central agency under 
the control of American exporters in St. 
and Moscow, with perhaps 
branches in other cities. The goods should 
be exhibited by men capable of explaining 
everything conrected with them, and 
learning the special needs of the people, 
upon credits 
allowed by shippers from other countries. 

“There are in Russia about fifty large 
soap factories, producing annually 250,- 
000,000 pounds of the crudesit kind of 
soap, To meet modern requirements 108,- 
000 pounds of toilet, medicated, and other 
soaps are imported, principally from 
France, Germany, and Kngland. The 
sults of investigations made at the St. 
Petersburg Council Laboratory by Min- 
ister of Pharmacy Kromer disclosed dis- 
honest practices in the manufacture of 
soap in Russia to a large extent. In a 
large number of cases the soap tested 
contained 60 per cent. of water and one- 
third rosin instead of tallow. Egg soap 
contained in its composition no egg at 
all, but colored yellow with a mineral 
dye; and others called glycerine soap 
contained no glycerine.”

They used to 
be real, but it was voted that real candles 
were a useless extravagance, and now 
they also are painted in their proper 
places. The only genuine things about 
the tree are the labels which hang from 
the eternal presents. But no one can 
uarantee that Mr. Dockstader reads the 
real names from the real cards. 

This Christmas tree is useful. It has 
been used on New Year’s Day as well as 
at Christmas, and ts often called into | 
service at birthday celebrations. It is es- 
pecially used to celebrate Neil O'Brien's 
birthday. In fact, it is the treasure of the 
company.

LIGHT AUTOS ABROAD. 


Tendency in This Respect Increasing— 
Motor Cabs for Bombay. 


American visitors who have lately returned 
from the Paris automobile show bring back 
word of a decided demand throughout Cont!- 
nental motor circles for a light and moderate 
priced car. It would seem as though the tend- 
ency for 1907 cars was running to extremes, 
the six-cylinder high-priced car being at one 
end and the moderate-priced machine, con- 
structed to withstand all ordinary road work, 
being at the opposite end. The cheapest car in 
the London Olympia show was a neat runabout 
selling for 500 guineas, and it attracted wide 
attention. This influence is now being felt 
more strongly than hitherto in France, so much 
so that one of the leading experts in Paris has 
predicted that 1907 marks the coming into favor 
of the car that will appeal to users of mod- 
erate means, 

In England moderate-priced cars have been 
steadily growing in favor. Perhaps America’s 
influence in some degree may be seen here, as 
several cars of this type, among them the 
Cadillac, Maxwell, Oldsmobile, and the White 
steamer are now used by hundreds of foreign- 
ers, and in many of the competitive events in 
England they have won high honors. 

‘“‘The French exhibition,’’ said a visitor just 
returned from Paris, ‘‘ showed a decided ad- 
vance in the construction of the motors. There 
is a general simplificatton of mechanism, and 
everything that can be rendered automatic ts 
now constructed in that manner. No radical 
changes were noticed in tires, the tendency, 
however, being to use heavier and larger tires, 
due to two reasons, the greater ease gained 
in driving, and, from necessity, on account of 
the large number of heavy cars with covered 
or limousine bodies used so extensively in the 
cities.”’

The convinced Social- 
ists aim at the superlative of totality— 
entire and equal distribution through 
Government ownerskip. The man with 
five shares and the man with none can- 
not be brothers. Besides the greedy 
capitalists will hang on to their shares 
so long as they pay better than other 
investments. Enforced distribution by 
Government purchase or confiscation is 
the only way to give all the people a 
show.

He explained the very liberal 
construction which, in the interest of 
conciliation, he had given to the gen- 
eral statute of 1881. He explained fur- 
ther that he knew that systematic 
measures had been taken by the French 
clergy to take advantage of the law as 
thus benevolently construed. In the 
majority of the dioceses, he says, he 
knew for a fact that preparations had 
to fulfill the necessary 
formalities, and in #he Archdiocese of 
Bordeaux, of which the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop was the first ecclesiastic to point

WEALTH AND WORK. 

That is’'a curious lecture which Mr. 
Stokes has delivered to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. Instruc- 
tion in real estate and stock investment 
principles seems to him un-Christian, 
and he administers reproof as one with 
exceptional qualifications to sit in Judg- 
ment.

Is it not rendering reciprocal service 
to give opportunities of employment? 
We believe there are some sticklers 
who object to the word “ give.” Assum- 
ing that nothing is “ given” on either 
side, admitting that the labor and the 
wage are the reciprocal considgration 
each for the other in a fair barter, can 
it be said that the capitalist who con- 
tributes his cash, to say nothing of his 
labor in many cases, does not lift a 
finger? The contribution of capital is 
proof that Somebody has worked in the 
past, and the possession of it by the 
capitalist is proof—until disproved— 
that the capitalist has acquired a right 
to the resuit of the work, even if it is 
not the result of his own work. Who 
will work unless he has a right to the 
reward of his labor? And how can 
capital, which is only stored-up labor, 
be better employed than in making 
other work pogsible? 

Mr. SToKEs’s position seems to be that 
while it may be work to start an en- 
terprise, it-is not work to keep it going. 
There are those who think that tu keep 
an enterprise going is the 
achievement, while to retain the te- 
ward of past labor still more difficult.

In all England, proba- 
bly, only GrorGn BERNARD SHAW could if 
he would see the humor of that. 

It really is true, however, that few 
among ils except our tramps are yet ready 
to proclaim themselves the members of 
a leisure class, while England has not a 
few non-producers who, if not obviously 
more useful in the world than our 
tramps, are at least much pleasanter as 
table companions. But apparently The 
Globe was not referring to these amiable 
and refined parasites; instead it seems to 
have in mind men who devote a part or 
all of their time to the public service 
without a thought of the money to be 
made out of it. One may, perhaps, with- 
cut impugning their disinterestedness, call 
attention to the fact that in Engiand office 
not infrequently carries with it what we 
would call very large salaries, and also to 
the. fact that its rewards other than 
money are frequently of a nature to be 
even more valuable to men of independent 
means. There are axes and axes, and it is 
not in human nature to work for nothing, 
though the only thing worked for may be 
only—only!—the assurance of a place in 
heaven. 

What we would protest against is The 
Globe’s assumption that it is here bad 
form to cease moneymaking. It is, when 
the cessation is followed by mere idleness, 
but it is not otherwise, and unnumbered 
thousands of us deliberately enter and 
remain in professions or pursuits where 
anything more than a comfortable living 
is almost beyond hope. We do not look 
down on the clergyman, the artist, the 
teacher, the doctor, the scientist, the 
journalist, and the little care we take to 
keep great fortunes together after their 
collectors die is not indicative of a rever- 
ence for money. As for our present wor- 
ship of multi-millionaires as National he- 
rces—but that is really too ridiculous for 
serious discussion. Does the editor of 
The Globe never, never, never see an 
American newspaper or magazine? 

While it is necessary 
to commend the Presi- 
dent’s refusal to take 
Christmas presents from 
others than his personal 
friends, the necessity is in most cases 
probably theoretical rather than real, and 
there is none at’ all except in a few cases 
for the cynical assumption that the gener- 
ous strangers are trying to “ work” the 
President for material favors. 

In numberless cases, no doubt, these 
presents come from people who, though 
the President does not know them, are 
not exactly strangers, for they know 
him much better than they do their near 
neighbors, since they have given much 
more and closer study to his acts and 
character than they have to those of the 
neighbors in question. Therefore they 
have a strong illusion, which is not all 
illusion, that he is not a stranger at all, 
but a friend and acquaintance of theirs, 
and in many instancess they send their 
gifts on that theory. 

The reward they seek, so far as they 
‘seek any, is their own knowledge, and 
that of a few others, that they have in a 
way established personal relations with 
aman as big as the President of the 
United States, and in some cases there 
may be a subconscious hope that the 
making of the present will ‘get their 
names in the paper’’ in an entirely hon- 
orable manner—an ambition at which we 
all smile, though it is an ambition like 
another, and not the most obnoxious to 
derision of them all.

RECREATION CENTRES. 


Good Work That Might Be Aided by 
Individual Effort. 


Yo the Editor of The New York Times: 

In view of the visit of Mr. Alfred Mose- 
ly and the company of English teachers 
who are with him to study our educa- 
tional methods, az especially manifested 
In the pubiic schools of America, there must 
be an added interest in the work which is 
accomplished by the Board of Education 
in this city. To part of the educational 
work a stranger can only be a spectator. 
There is, however, a feature of the pub- 
lic schools where a passive interest may 
be supplanted by an active one, and that 
{is the evening recreation centres. In 
Summer the vacation schools, roof gar- 
dens, and playgrounds attract large 
crowds. On July 9 last, when the vaca- 
tion schools opened, more than 13,000 en- 
tered the fifteen schools in Manhattan. 


l the building between 7:30 and 10 o'clock, 
| and frequently in August there were as 
j many as 2,300 in an evening. After clos- 
ing the Summer recreation schools, the 
evening recreation centres are open. Last 
year twenty-one evening centres wore 
opened and maintained for nine months. 

On Oct. 15 it was seen fit to increase 
that number, in view of the beneficent 
and widespread influence of the centres. 

It is interesting to note that this branch 
of our public school work “ claims to be 
the finest recreation system in the world, 
which is substantiated by the fact that 
many Europe2an cities are adopting some 
of our methods, The evening recreation 
centre has particularly well borne trans- 
planting, and now grows as firmly in 
joe congested districts of London as in 
New York.”’ 

Does it not awaken our civic pride to 
know that we were the successful pioneers 
of this world-famed movement? Nearly 
52 per cent. of the million immigrants 
who yearly land on our shores settle 
in this city.

The part of Francis, the Student King, 
was taken by Mr. Henry Coote, who 
spoiled an otherwise excellent performance 
by too frequent nasal tones. Mr. Alexander 
Clark as the real King kept the audience 
in a roar of laughter for reasons which 
must be seen to be appreciated.

The 
trio from_the oratorio ‘‘ Noel,’’ sung by 
Rappold, Dippel, and Simard, was repeat- 
ed, as was Nahan Franko’s violin solo 
in the prelude to ‘‘ Le Deluge,’’ and Kirk- 
by-Lunn’'s air from ‘*‘ Samson et Delilah.”

-END CONGO ABUSES 


Clergy and Laymen Send Letter 
Asking Him to Act. 


CONSIDER OUR .DUTY PLAIN 


The Signers Say the King of Belgium 
Has Done Nothing to Rem- 


edy the Evils. 


Signed by some of the best-known 
clergymen and laymen in the city, a let- 
ter was sent yesterday to: Secretary of 
State Blihu Root in Washington, calling 
his attention to conditions in the Congo 
Free State, and urging him on behalf of 
the American people to use the ‘“ moral 
support ’’ of the Nation to wipe out what- 
ever abuses may be found in the Congo 
Free State. The letter says that “ fla- 
grant inhumanity" exists. Here it is: 


Hon. Elihu Root, Secretary of State: 

Dear Sir: Over a year has passed since the re- 
port of the Commissioners chosen by the Chief 
Executive and virtual owner of the Congo to in- 
vestigate conditions in that State was published. 
In spite of their natural desire to give all pos- 
sible credit to their sovereign. the Commis- 
sioners felt constrained to report the existence 
of measures and practices of flagrant inhuman- 
ity. Among these measures and practices are 
the following: 

(1) The exaction of a labor tax so oppressive 
that many natives on whom it falls have little, 
if any, freedom. 

(2) Appropriation of land to such an extent 
that the natives are practically prisoners with- 
in their own territory. 

(3) The employment under the authority of 
the Government as sentries of cruel, brutish 
blacks, chosen from hostile tribes, who murder, 
pillage, and rape the people for whose protec- 
tion the Government is avowedly established. 

(4) The abuse of the natives by white repre- 
sentatives of officially resognized companies. 

(5) The binding of little children to years of

ROBBERY ON A FERRYBOAT. 


Longshoreman Knocked Out the Hold- 
up Men, but Lost His $52. 


Philip Duffy, a longshoreman employed 
on a Brooklyn sugar house pier, spent a 
large part of his Christmas in the Tombs 
Court yesterday wondering where he 
would get back $52, of which he says he 
was robbed on the ferryboat Colorado of 
the Roosevelt Street Ferry. Meanwhile 
H. F. O’Brien of Worcester, Mass., and 
H. J. Carmel of Norwich, Conn., are in 
the Tombs prison on suspicion of stealing 
the money. 

Duffy started for Manhattan on the 
ferryboat. It was just before midnight on 
Monday. Duffy says he still had $52 left 
in his roll. He was snuggled up in a 
corner of the women's cabin next to the 
| wheel-box, when he says O’Brien and 
Carmel came up to him and, displaying 
weapons, said to Duffy: 

‘We're going to rob you; if you make 
any resistance, into the river for yours.’ 

Duffy says O’Brien brandished his gun 
and Carmel a knife, and while O’Brien 
jheld the gun at Duffy’s head, Carmel 
raised one of the cabin windows and said 
as he did so: 

“Now, if you holler we'll throw you 
out.” 

Duffy, who is a big and vigorous man of 
55, said in answer to the threat: 

“Is that so, young fellow?’’ And as 
he said it he snatched the gun from 
O’Brien and sent him to the floor with a 
terrific lefthander. A swift kick put Car- 
mel out of the fight, and with the next 
breath Duffy let out a yell that woke all 
the sleepy deck hands and brought them 
on the run. They took charge of the two 
men and turned them over to Policeman 
O'Neill of the Oak Street Station. 

Magistrate Crane held them in $500 bail 
each for the Grand Jury. Duffy was com- 


mended for his action, but he couldn’t 
understand how the $52 had disappeared. 


“OLD BILL” FERGUSON FREED. 


Arrested Every Time Detectives See 
Him Because of Old Crimes. 


Freedom from the toils of the law once 
more was the Christmas present handed 
to ‘‘Old Bill"’,Ferguson yesterday in the 
Tombs Court by Magistrate Crane, who 
told the old man that he was sorry that 
he could not do more for him. 

Ferguson has been out of Sing Sing 
ony a few months, and he is arrested 
every time he is caught in a crowd.

MRS. PEPPER, ILL, TAKES 
HUSBAND’S BODY HOME 


Arose from a Sickbed Despite 
Physician’s Advice. 


CORONER ORDERS AN AUTOPSY 


It Shows That the Well-Known Horse- 
man Sustained Fractures of Both 
the Thigh and Knee. 


Against the advice of her physicians, 
Mrs. Ella O. Pepper, widow of Col. J. E. 
Pepper, the well-known whisky distiller 
and horseman, who died at the Waldorf- 
Astoria on Monday, got up out of a sick- 
bed yesterday and insisted on accom- 
panying her husband’s body to Lexington, 
Ky. On the day of her husband's death 
her temperature was at 104 degrees from 
stomach trouble and other complaints. 
She was considerably better yesterday 
morning. Still, she was informed by her 
physicians that the trip in the cold 
weather would be hazardous, 

To set at rest any doubt which existed 
concerning the cause of Col. Pepper’s 
death, an autopsy was performed yes- 
terday by Dr. O’Hanlon, physician to 
the Coroner, acting under Coroner Har- 
burger’s orders. Dr. O'Hanlon returned 
this report to the Corortr: ‘‘ Fat em- 
bolism; fracture of the neck of the femur; 
impacted fracture of the knee.” 

Coroner Harburger explained yesterday 
that the attitude of the Board of Health 
in refusing to accept a death certificate, 
though it might be signed, as in this case, 
by the most reputable physicians, was 
according to rule and was required by 
law. Where death ig accompanied by a 
fracture, or other injury indicating an 
accident or violence, the danger always 
exists that some injury to the person 
might be covered by the other maladies 
the person might suffer from, and hence 
the only safe course is to have an au- 
topsy performed which will clearly show 
which had been the direct cause of death. 

“That is the rule,” declared Coroner 
Harburger, ‘‘and I make no exceptions. 
Rich and poor fare alike with me I 
have in one or two instances discovered 
this rule to be a very good one, and I 
thoroughly indorse the action of the 
Board of Health in the matter.” 

Dr. Richard H. Gibbons, who, with the 
consulting physicians, Drs. EB. G. Janeway 
W. T. Bull, V. P. Gibney, and E. W. 

Caldwell, attended Col. Pepper in his last 
illness, gave some further explanations of 
the manner in which the well-known 
horseman had met with his injuries. 

“It was on Thursday evening,” he sald. 
“It was raining that night. Mr. Pepper 
came uptown on the elevated and got off 
at Thirty-third Street with an umbrella 
over his head. Mr. Pepper suffered from 
gout, and it catsed his ankles to be very 
unsteady. Always when he reached Thir- 
ty-third Street, a policeman piloted him 
across the street. On this particular éven- 
ing the policeman was performing a like 
duty for some women. Mr. Pepper hobbled 
along by himself and fatiled to notice the 
curb, He fell and sustained the fractures. 

“In order to learn the nature of the 
fractures, the X-ray apparatus was em- 
ployed. In a man without the other ail- 
ments from which Mr, Pepper suffered, 
the injury would have been overcome. In 
his case, though Mr. Pepper was only 56 
years old, this was impossible, and he 
succumbed.” 

Mrs. Pepper left for Lexington with the 
body of her husband on a train leaving 


the Grand Central Station at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon.
